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POTATOES FOR SEED 
Se Ama 
STATEMENT BY AGRICULTURAL 
DEPARTMENT. 


The following statement was issued by the 
Department of Agricultute last night in. 


Dublin :-— 


The Department Phink it desirable ta etete | 


the position with regard to the supply of 
potatoes for seed purposes, so that the country, 
including the District Councils who are ad- 
ministering seed loans, may understand the 
problem involved in organising this supply 
and making it cover the requisite area. The 
position is as followa :— 

The yield of the 1916 crop wag consider- 
ably less than in 1915—the average being 4.2 
tons per acre in 1916; as compared with 6.2 
tons in 1915, and the acreage under the crop 
being, in 1915, 586,308 acres, as compared with 
594,467 acres in 1915, or a total produce of 
2,435,346 tons in 1916, ea compared with 
3,710,065 tons in 1915. In 1915, 191,000 tone 
were exported to Great Britain from the 
limited number of districte in the North of 
Ireland that usually grow potatoes for export. 
From a census of the potato crop taken in the 
autumn, the Departsnent came to the con- 
clusion in November that no more than 100,000 
tons could be exported in 1916-17 without 
running the risk of leaving home requirements 
inadequately provided for, Up to December, 
1916, the quantity exported, including those 
required for Army purposes, came to about 
50,000 tons, And the Department were in- 
formed that the Army would probably require 
another 50,000 tons before the end of the 
eeason. The Department, therefore, 


potatoes to Great Britain, in order to onsure 
that there should be a sufficient supply of 
both table and seed potatoes for home require- 
ments. There are only four or five counties 
in which potatoes are grown for export as a 
reguiar trade, and, by stopping export, the 
Department secured a reserve of potatoes in 
these counties. 


PLAN OF ORGANISATION. | 


When the development of the war situation 
made it necessary to meet the danger of priva- 
tion: thie year by calling upon the agricul- 
turiste at home as a war emergency to grow 
a large extra amount of food—an amount 
represented by an increase upon last year of 
a tenth of the arable area—the task of the 


Department, wae not only to see that the avail- , 


able potato supply met normal requiremente, 
but to make it go very much further. It is 
obvious that this task necessitates the closest 
organisation and management of the supply. 
The plan of organisation for the eupply of 
potatoes for seed likewise for oats) is 
arranged into two main sections :— 


(a) For those who do not require the assist- | 


ance of a State seed loan: 


(b) For those who, through their circum- 


stances or the difficulty of their district in ob- | 


taining supplies locally, require the assistance 
of & seed loan raised by the District Council 
with the sanction of the Local Government 
Board. 

The former class will have to do their own 
geed supplying, with the co-operation of the 
County Committees of Agricniture, farming 
and co-operative societies, end soforth, and 
through the ordinary channels. The view an- 
nounced by the Department in 
their schemes was that the great bulk of this 
part of the supply could be obtained locally. 
“Each county,’ it waa stated, “should in 
most instances be able to supply iteelf. . . . 
Farmers ahould obtain the seed they require 
from neighbours who have a supply to sell”; 
and, “where a county may not have a sauffi- 


cient seed supply, is should seek to gat it. 
from a neighbouring county.” The Depart- | 
ment arranged that the County Committees, | 


through their agricultural staffs, should assist 
in bringing the demanding and supplying 
farmers in their reapective counties and in 
neighbouring counties expeditiously into tonch 
with each other.

echeme (Scheme 6B), the Department have 
arranged, in conjunction with the Local Ga- 
vernment Board, a mothod of obtaiming a 
eupply for these bodies, which will not dis- 


looate the open distribution of local eupplies | 
as described above, and lead to the competi- | 
Lion and consequent inflation of prices which | 
necompanied seed loans in the past-—vis., by | 
drawing on the reserve held up in the export. | 


ing counties. If a different aystem were 
adopted, and if the District Councils who go 
in for eeed loans were to use their organisa- 
tion and funds to purchase potatoes wherever 
they considered them most easly procurable, 
the result would be that aumbers of these 
bodies might be trying to purchase in the same 
district, and, by competing against each other, 
run up prices to an abnormal figure, while 
depleting certain districta of stocks locally re- 
quired, and thus put the distribution of the 
available supply over tho requisite areas in 
serious difficulty. 


DEPARTMENT'S ARRANGEMENTS. 


The Department accordingly arranged with 
the shipping merchants in those districts where 
potatoes are grown for export, and where 
there ia a eurplue for this purpose, for the 
supply of potatoes for seod purposes under 
the District Councils’ scheme at a fixed price— 
viz., the price fixed by the military to the 
grower, plus a fized sum to cover cost of 
handling, bagging, and plecing free on rail. 
The Department have further arranged, when 
these orders are received from the Local Go. 
vernment Board, to imspect the potatoes as 
they leave the stores, with a view to testing 
quality end condition, and to inspect them 
also at the point of delivery .to the District 
Council, Inquiries were made in the districts 
concerned with the object of ascertaining if 
the following varieties could be procured in 
quantity >" Champions,” “ Beauty of Butes,” 
“Bleck Gkerries,”” and “ British Queena.” 
These inquiries showed that the varieties 
named were not obtainable except in very 
limited quentities, and that the only variety 
of which a eubstantial supply wae procurable 
waa “ Up-to-Date.” For this reason the De- 
partment arranged for the supply of the one 
variety availablo—visz., “ Up-to-Date.” 


«» ' Up-to-Date,” it should be understood, fs 
uhe of the heaviest cropping varieties in cul. 


tivation, and, although the quality may not 
he all that is deaived according to some tastes 
from a food production 
crisis like the present, when quantity is the 
chief requisite, it is of much more importance 
than these other varieties. It yielde under 
equal qonditions at least 35 per cent. more 
than any of the other varieties named. Dis 
trict Councils, therefore, who, through un. 
acquaintance with ite merite or prejudice in 
favour of varietica of more attractive flavour, 
though less heavy croppers, should take care- 
ful note of this. 

Also, it should be understood that, where 
a local supply of any varieties ef potatoes is 
adequate to the requirements of cultivators of 
under £10 valuation, aa well aa those above 
that valuation, « District Counell is not re 
wired to raise a eeod loan. Where they do 
find it necessary to raise a seed loan the 
plan arranged by the Loca) Government Board 
and the t for obtaiming the supply 
is the one which must be adhered to.

CULTIVATION OF SCHOOL 
PLAYGROUNDS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THB IRISH TIMES 

Str,—We have read with surprise the an- 
nouncement by the Commissioners of National 
Education in Ireland of. their intentions re 
national schools. The regulations hitherio in 
force—that playgrounds should be reserved ex- 
clusively for the recreation of pupils attending 
the national schoole—are to be withdrawn that 
the grounds may be used for increased ti . 
and that managers be recommended to have 
playgrounds broken up and planted with 
vegetables. 

This new order seems the moro extraordin 
when compared with the announcement whic 
appeared in The Times of January 26th. Here 
we find that, im England, far from depriving 
English children of their open air recreation, 
& grant is being made for the acquiring and 
upkeep of additional play-centres. This reform, 
says The Times, “comes at a singularly 
opportune moment, There is no doubt that the 
chiidren of the industrial classes are rather out 
of hand at the present time, when the needs of 
the nation have in vety many instances removed 
their natural guardians."” This absence of 
guardianship is suggested as the cause of the 
‘ deterioration of conduct and discipline" 
amonget school-children, and the Treasury in- 
tends to expend money to combat this evil in 
England, while driving Irish children from their 
fairly healthy open spaces out to the streets of 
the slums. which, in so many cases, provido the 
homes of our workers. , 

The resulis which will attend an action such 
as is contemplated in Lreland should be quite 
apparent to anyone familiar with the housing 
conditions of the working Classes in this coun- 
try. Play or healthy recreation is as easential 
to growing childrep aa food and clothing, and 
for this no place is better suited than the well. 
kept school playgrounds, where a certain 
amount of restraint may be observed and the 
conduct and discipline of the children safe- 
guarded. It, therefore, seems unfair to de- 
prive them of such spaces as they already enjoy, 
and which in themselves are inadequate. Woe 
are not acquainted with any etructural différ- 
ence between English and Irish children, and

DEPARTMENTS, 


The Secretary of the War Office makes the 
following announcement:—- . 

In accordance with the decision of the War 
Cabinet, and following upon the instruction of 
the Director-General, of National Service that 
Government departments are to cancel forth- 
with all exemptions granted to young men of 18 
to 22 years of age passed for general service, 
the War Office has ordered the immediate cail 
of those men to the Colours. Instructions have 
been issued to recruiting officers that men of 18, 
19, 20, 21, and 22, for general service, em- 
ployed in Government establishments or by 
controlled and badged firms are to be called up 
for service at once. 

The order affects Government servants of sii 
kinds, including policemen, firemen, teachers, 
men in the employment of {Ocal authorities, 
Post Office servants, Customs and BÉscise om- 
ployés, and the Civil Service generally. It does 
not apply to men engaged in agriculture, steel 
production, mines, quafries, railway shops, 
transport work, shipyarde, or to men m the 
occupations covered - the trade card scheme.
